Mr s.  Linhard  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information 
and  consideration  the  report  for  i960  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  in  your  district.  It  is  arranged  in  accordance 
with  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  Circular  1/61  ( 7/ales). 

Staff:  There  were  no  staff  changes  in  I960. 

Vital  Statistics:  There  were  150  live  births,  including  22 

iiome  confinements.  This  gives  a birth  rate  of  16.54  per  1,000 
population  compared  with  15.93  for  the  rural  districts  of  the 
County  end  with  15.76  for  Montgomeryshire.  In  1959  the  rate 
was  14.76. 

There  were  6 still  births,  which  gives  a rate  of  4$  of 
live  births,  compared  with  2.  3$  in  the  rural  areas  in  the  County 
and  with  2. 6/-  in  Montgomery  shire.  The  rate  in  1959  was  2,2$. 

There  were  6 illegitimate  births,  being  3.8$  of  total 
births,  compared  with  4.8$  in  the  rural  areas  of  the  County  and 
with  4*4$  in  Montgomeryshire.  This  rate  in  1959  was  2.  2/* 

There  were  4 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  and  this 
gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  27  per  1 ,000  live  births 
compared  with  19  in  the  rural  areas  and  with  13  in  the  whole 
County,  This  rate  of  infant  deaths  of  13  per  1,000  live 
births  in  the  County  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  The  rate 
in  this  rural  district  in  1959  was  37. 

The  causes  of  the  infant  deaths  were 

1.  A girl  who  died  age  2 weeks  from  cerebral  haemorrhage 
following  a breech  delivery. 

2.  A boy  who  died  at  3 days  due  to  prematurity. 

3.  A boy  who  died  at  40  minutes  due  to  prematurity. 

4.  A girl  who  died  at  8 months  due  to  bronchopneumonia 
and  a congenital  defect  in  the  heart. 

There  were  95  deaths  from  all  causes  giving  a rate 
of  10.47  per  1,000  population.  This  compares  with  a rate 

of  11.73  in  the  rural  areas  and  11.47  in  Montgomeryshire. 

The  rate  in  1959  was  11.34. 
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WATi-R  SUPPLIES. 


The  water  supply  of  the  areas  covered  by  the  Council's 
Undertakings  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Llandinam  area.  Llandinam 's  piped 
water  supply  is  served  by  mountain  streams  which  fail  during 
prolonged  dry  weather.  The  supply  was  controlled  during 
June  and  July  by  shutting  off  for  periods  each  day.  Part 
only  of  the  Llandinam  supply  is  chlorinated  and  this  is 
inefficient  during  times  of  reduced  flow  as  the  chlorinators 
depend  on  pressure  for  their  operation.  The  proposed  new 
water  supply  scheme  for  the  Llandinam  area  is  urgently  needed. 

The  piped  water  supply  is  available  in  the  parishes  of:- 

Bettws. 

Carno. 

Kerry  - Villages  of  Kerry  and  Sam, 

Llandinam. 

Llangurig  - Villages  of  Llangurig  and  Cwmbolan ' ( not  chlorinated). 
Llanwnog  - Villages  of  Llanwnog,  Caersws,  Clatter,  Pontdolgoch. 
Llanwyddclan  - Village  of  Adfa. 

Tregynon. 

All  these  supplies  with  the  exception  of  part  of  Llandinam 
were  treated  by  chlorination  and/or  filtration  before  mains 
distribution  - ia  bacteriological  samples  wore  taken  and  1^ 
were  reported  upon  as  excellent.  The  unsatisfactory  sample 
was  taken  from  the  Llandinam  supply. 

Proposed  Private  Supplies.  Twenty  a»e  bacteriological  samples 
were  taken  from  these  proposed  new  supplies;  14  of  these  samples 
were  reported  as  unsatisfactory.  None  of  these  private  supplies 
were  given  the  approval  of  the  Council  or  proceeded  with  until 
satisfactory  samples  were  obtained  or  a chlorinator  installed. 

Existing  Private  Supplies.  Thirty  eight  bacteriological 
samples  were  taken  from  these  existing  supplies;  17  were  reported 
as  unsatisfactory.  Of  these  17  supplies 

One  was  connected  to  the  Council's  water  supply  (Llandinam). 

Pour  were  improved  by  protection  of  the  source  etc.  and  found 
to  be  satisfactory  on  subsequent  sampling. 

Two  were  improved  by  chlorina.tion. 

Pour  were  from  an  area  where  the  Council  was  seeking  to  provide 
a piped  supply. 

Efforts  were  ma.de  to  encourage  the  improvement  (where  possible) 
of  unsatisfactory  supplies  and  the  need  for  boiling  of  unsafe 
water,  before  consumption,  was  stressed.

The  following  Villages  have  a public  Sewerage  system;  - 
Came  (part) , Caersws,  Llandinam,  Kerry,  Tregynon. 


With  the  exception  cf  Llandinam  the  abcve-menticned 
systems  nave  been  provided  in  recent  years  and  are  maintained 
in  efficient  working  condition. 

The  Llandinam  Sewerage  plant  is  of  poor  design  and  is 
cverlcaded.  The  nature  of  the  discharged  effluent  into  the 
river  is  very  unsatisfactory. 

Sewerage  Schemes  are  required  in  the  Villages  of  Llengurig, 
Llanwnog,  Bcttws,  Adfa,  Bwlchyffridd,  Clatter,  Sam,  Stcpaside, 
Staylittle,  Nov/  ’-.'ills  and  Uanafcn.  The  extension  of  the  Carnc 
Sewerage  Scheme  to  include  the  whole  Village  was  commenced  at 
the  end  of  1$oC  and  it  was  hoped  to  start  work  at  Llangurig 


early  in  1961. 

Outlined  or  detailed  proposals  were  in  hand  for  Bettws, 
Adfa,  Bwlchyffridd,  Llanwnog,  Clatter,  Stepaside  and  Staylittle. 

At  present  no  work  has  been  carried  out  at  Sara  owing  to 
difficulty  in  siting  the  works  to  suit  the  arrangements  of  the 
Village 

HOUSING. 

New  Houses.  The  Council  commenced  6 houses  in  Caersws 
and  2 in  Kerry  in  I960,  but  none  were  completed  during  the  year. 
Fire  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  and  1©wsre  under 
construction  but  not  completed  in  I960. 

During  I960  9 Council  houses  were  re-let  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  78  applicants  on  the  Council's  waiting 
list. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  new  refuse  lorry  was  put  into  use  on  7th  September, 
I960.  Due  to  the  increased  capacity  of  the  vehicle  it  has 
been  possible  to  add  a small  number  of  collections  to  most 
rounds.  A tip  in  the  Kerry  or  Sara  district  would  be  most 
useful. 


I would  very  much  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  help  I get  from  all  my  colleagues  in  the  office  of  the 
Rural  District  Council,  especially  so  I would  like  to  thank 
the  Public  Health  staff  for  their  assistance  in  very  many 
matters  which  confront  us  daily  in  the  running  of  this  department. 

The  Council  too  is  worthy  of  praise  in  its  efforts  to 
bring  to  the  people  in  its  district  the  amenities  of  modern  life, 
albeit  the  simple  ones  of  water,  sanitation  and  good  housing, 
although  simple  end  commonplace  yet  so  expensive.  It  must 
be  realised  that  the  Council  is  restricted  in  the  amount  of 
public  money  it  can  spend  and  it  would  be  a good  thing  if 
members  of  the  public  knew  that  all  these  schemes  are  very 
costly  that  the  Council  has  this  restriction  on  them. 

Also  the  apparent  delay  in  getting  schemes  going  could  be 
explained  by  the  fact  that  Ministry  approval  has  to  be 
obtained  before  any  work  can  be  carried  out, and  this  often 
leads  to  delay  when  costs  are  regarded  as  too  high  and 
reductions  have  to  be  made.  I have  often  met  this 

critiscm  of  delay  and  take  care  tc  explain  that  delay  more 
often  than  net  is  not  the  fault  of  the  Council.

FOOD  POISONING. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  at  the  residential 
school  for  educationally  subnormal  boys  at  Kerry  in  February. 

The  food  causing  the  outbreak  was  possibly  minced  beef  and  the 
infective  organism  was  Staphylococci  aureus.

Much  attention  was  given  to  the 
hygiene  in  the  kitchen  and  the  importance  of 
scrupulous  care  in  the  preparation  of  food 
and  personal  hygiene  was  stressed  to  the 
domestic  staff.

Minced  beef  obtained  from  butcher  in  Welshpool. 

Food  prepared  at  Brynllywarch  Residential  School,  Kerry. 

6.  Place  at  which  food  causing  illness  was  consumed: 

Brynllywarch  Residential  School  for  E.S.W.  Boys,  Kerry. 

Number  of  consumers  at  risk  - 72. 

7.  Probable  origin  of  infection  or  contamination  of  food: 

The  assistant  matron  was  put  off  work  by  her  own  doctor, 
who  told  her  that  she  was  suffering  fr^m  food  poisoning. 

This  was  not  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer.  About  a 
week  later,  the  headmaster  of  the  school  informed  the 
Medical  Officer  that  many  of  the  beys  were  complaining 

of  symptoms  suggestive  of  food  poisoning.  It  was  felt  that 
the  minced  beef  might  be  the  contributory  factor.

HOSPITALS,  The  area  is  served  by  the  County  Infirmary, 
Newtown,  and  the  Llanidloes  and  District 
Hospital,  both  of  which  take  surgical,  medical  and  mid- 
wifery cases.  The  hospitals  axe  controlled  by  the  Mid 
Wales  Hospital  Board  at  Aberystwyth. 

LABORATORY  SERVICE.  The  services  of  the  public  Health 

Laboratory  at  Aberystwyth  continued 
to  be  used  exhaustively  in  1959.  It  was  with  much  regret 
that  I learned  Dr.  Sudds  would  be  retiring  early  in  I960  and 
with  her  retirement  the  laboratory  was  tc  be  no  longer  used 
for  public  health  investigations.  Dr.  Sudds  has  always 
been  such  a helpful  colleague  and  I shall  fe^l  the  loss 
of  her  personal  interest  in  many  problems  which  I have 
discussed  with  her.  In  future  we  will  be  making  use 

of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Salop  Infirmary, 
Shrewsbury.

This  procedure  is  carried  cut  at  the  infant  welfare 
clinics  end  at  the  Schools  and  by  the  local  general  practitioners. 
Only  adequate  protection  against  diptheria  will  ensure  that  ary 
outbreak  of  this  disease  will  not  reach  epidemic  proportions. 

Up  to  about  18  years  ago  or  even  less,  diptheria  was  a killing 
disease,  but  with  the  advent  of  a satisfactory  prcphyla.ctic 
treatment  the  disease  is  certainly  kept  under  control,  but 
will  only  remain  so  as  long  as  a high  percentage  of  the  child 
population  is  adequately  immunised. 
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PROTECTION  AGAINST  POLIOMYSEmS. 


Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  extended  to 
people  under  AO  years  of  age  and  was  carried  out  at  regular 
intervals  throughout  the  year  at  the  schools  end  clinics 
in  the  district.
